4. USSR Agriculture and Farm Machinery : Economic information 
on *11 significant aspects of Soviet agriculture, including new 
development#, crops, livestock, and land improvement . Also contains 
economic and technological data on the production of tractors and 
agricultural machinery, and regional and industrial -plant information. 

5 USSR Electronic and Precision Equipment : Economic, techno- 
logical, and some scientific information onthe development and pro- 
duction of all electronic and telecoamuni cations equipment and computers , 
on the most significant precision control -and -measuring instruments, 
on new automation systems, and on all major categories of electrical 
equipment except heavy power machinery.

The report is divided into three main sections: First, information of 
an economic, geographical and technical nature on railroads, including 
financial and operating statistic#, line and equipment construction , 
equipment and rolling stock specifications; maritime and inland waterway 
shipping facilities, shipbuilding, Kid port construction and operation , 
motor vehicle transportation and highway information; and civil air 
fleet operations Second, general and specific technical information 

on developments In radio (including microwave), telephone, telegraph, 
television, and postal communications.

of which 83 / were published, and later issued as FDD summaries, of 
which 15 were published (the last in February 1958) > "these reports 
concerned the organisation and function of certain USSR ministries 
and their sdmlnistrat i ve sub -organisations, trusts, institutes, and 
officials. Manpower considerations and, in some cases, lack of infor- 
mation have precluded the compilation of additional reports or the 
up-dating of those already published. 

It la recommended that this aeries be dropped as "scheduled’' 
reports end published in the future, manpower end source materials 
permitting, as ad hoc report*. 

18 . Soviet Agricultural Machinery — A Descriptive Catalog : 

Based on Soviet stenographs and brochures, this report consists of a 
listing of all agricultural machines in use in the USSR up to the 
date of compilation of the separate parts, with model designations, 
general descriptions, technical specifications, photographs and 
sketches, and producing plants. Planned for publication in four parts, 
Parts I and II, Soil -Working Machinery and Planting and Fertilizing 
Machinery respectively, have been published" Part ill: Harvesting 
Machinery and Part IV will be completed in December 1959 and General 
Service Machinery in June i960. 
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
